Call (302) 322-2809 to request that a ballot
package be mailed to you. Requests will be taken starting on August 1, 2020, and stopping
at end of day on August 17, 2020. Mail in ballots must be returned to the office by 2 p.m.
on August 28, 2020.

Votes that were cast prior to the suspension of this election on March 18, 2020, WILL BE
